Foote could flank Island No. 10 with his 


light draught transports, and Pope now had 
ferriage from bank to bank.but without some 
of the gunboats bolow to protect Pope that 
general was liable to disaster. The armed 
boats must go by the regular channel, and 
they must run the gauntlet of such a fire as 
had never before been concentrated upon 
such a space. 


A DESPERATE ENTERPRISE. 


One night about the 1st of April a band of 


fifty Federals left the fleet under cover of 
darkness bent upon such a desperate undir- 
taking as is seldom planned outside tho realms 
of fiction. Every gun which Foote could dis- 
able before his fleet was colled upon to push 
down increased his chances of success, and 
tliis little band of men started out with tho 
intention of landing on the island and spiking 
as many guns as possible before boiug dis- 
covered. 


The Confederates had a picket-boat out to 


discover and check any such attempt, but on 
this night the darkness was intense, the rain 
was falling steadily, and when the lightning 
came it was so vivid that men were blinded 
for the moment. The Federal launches from 
the fleet passed within 100 feet of the picket- 
boat without discovery, and made a success- 
ful landing upon the island. The first guns 
woro planted about three hundred and fifty 
feet from the head of the island, and tho 
ground between was covered with bushes, 
rank grass and weeds, and considerably 
broken. Between tho landing spot and the 
guns were two or three low spoto full of water, 
and on attack from this direction did not 
seem probable. 


DISCOVERY. 


The Confederate sentinels were strung 


along the ditch in front of the battery, cower- 
ing in the storm and hearing nothing but the 
war of tho elements. 
Had the party of 


Federals halted and sent three or four men 
forward, the smaller number could have 
passed the sentinels and perhaps had plenty 
of time to spike every gun. But the bolder 
plan of marching the whole command straight 
up to tho ditch and into it was adopted, and a 
flash of lightning betrayed them to a sentinel. 
His musket had scarcely sounded the alarm 
before it was taken up all around the battery. 
Then, in the midst of a furious storm, the 
thunder making tbo island tremble and the 
lightning striking trees along tho river almost 
oVery moment, the Federals dashed into the 
battery itself. Muskets wore cracking and 
men shouting, and it was a situation to try 
tho nerve of the bravest man living. 


SPIKING THE ODN8. 


Every fifth man in the command was pro- 


vided with a supply of rat-tail files, to bo 
driven into the vents of the guns and broken 
off. 
The Federals had come for a certain 


purpose—the Confederates could not deter- 
mine at onco what that purpose was, and 
were naturally surprised and confused by the 
sudden attack. One writer says that seven 
guns wore spiked; another says five, a third 
aays that only one large pivot gun was dis- 
abled. Confederates on duty to tho battery 
at the time agree that four guns wore so 
thoroughly spiked that they were rendered 
useless for three or four days, or until tho 
broken files could be drilled out. 


After the first moment of surprise the Con- 


federates rallied and began an attack which 
forced the little band out of the battery, 
leaving three or four dead and as many 
prisoners. Three or 
four 
others were 


wounded in making their way to the boats, 
and two who become separated from the com- 
mand and did not reach the boats were mado 
prisoners next day. It was an exploit full 
of nervo and daring, but the results wero 
without real value to Foote. Had the entire 
battery been disabled he was not ready to 
aond his gunboats down that night, and 
t"he attack served to put the Confederates 
on the watch for his real movement 


EDNNINO THE GAUNTLET. 


If Foote could got two or three gun-boats 


below the island he could control the situa- 
tion. He hoped that a favorable night would 
enable them to pass without discovery. 
If 


discovered, tho orders would be to go ahead at 
full speed, and run out of the fire as soon as 


speed. Bad she touched the bottom to hang 
for only two minutes the time would have 
teen long enough to concentrate such a fire as 
would have mink her. 
I was lately conversing with a Confederate 


officer who was in the torpedo service during 
the war, and ho gave it as his opinion that the 
channel at Island No. 10 offered the best 
chance the Confederates ever had of disabling 
a fleet of gunboats, but the torpedo was 
then an experiment and none were to be had. 
At one spot, for a period of twenty days, the 
channel was not over eighty feet wide, and 
four or five torpedoes planted in that narrow 
gpace would have meant destruction to any- 
thing that attempted to pass. There was 
talk of obstructing the channel with rafts 
and nets, but nothing ever came of it 


A SECOND BOAT. 


A night or two after the first boat passed 


down a second followed. There was no storm 
this time, and the night was starlit, but she 
escaped with small injury, although tho Con- 
federates were watching for her and worked 
every gun which would bear. In the first in- 
stance the guns were elevated too much; in 
the second, she was expected to follow in the 
path of the first, which she did not, and the 
guns woro depressed too much. 


THE 6UEISENDEB. 


As soon as two of the gunboats hod reached 


Pope ho began a movement which made tho 
Kentucky shore too hot for the Confederates, 
and their camps were broken up and several 
regiments mode prisoners. 


This left Gen. McCall on tho island with a 


garrison so small and so hemmed in that fur- 
ther resistance was useless. The mortar flre 
of the Federals seemed to improve all at once, 
and more damage was done by it in twenty- 
four hours than had occurred before in any 
week. One bomb which exploded in the 
midst of a field battery nearly destroyed the 
whole of it, and several of the groat guns 
were dismounted or destroyed in one night's 
bombardment. 


There wore about sixty cannon, twelve or 


fifteen field pieces, considerable fixed ammu- 
nition and thirty or forty horses on both 
island and shore, and no small arms wore 
captured except as prisoners wero taken. 
What tents and provisions fell into Federal 
hands were not worth removal. 


Finding that he could no longer hold tho po- 


sition even against the fleet, and that lie was 
likely to bo attacked by infantry in boats, 
Gen. 
McCall surrendered the small remnant 


of his forces and all the public property in 
his charge. This opened sixty miles more of 
the Mississippi to Foote, and he steamed down 
to find another obstruction at Forts Wright 
and Pillow.

The next day after the dash at the battery 


a Federal gun-boat was made ready for tho 
adventure. Her preparations were not com- 
pleted when the Confederates had tho news. 
It was a period of stormy weather and dark 
nights, and tho only precautions they could 
take was to keep a picket-boat out to discover 
and signal any movement. Bonfires had been 
prepared on the shores, but the rain bad given 
them a thorough soaking and rendered them 
temporarily useless. 


The gun-boat selected for the adventure 


had her vulnerable parts protected with baled 
Lay, 
timbers, chains and hawsers, and was to 


push through without answering a shot. 
When all was ready, as a further protection, 
a barge loaded with hay was made fast to ono 
side and a barge loaded with coal to tho 
other. Tho hay was piled high and secured 
with ropes and chains, and the pilot-house ot 
the gun-boat was the only portion of tho craft 
exposed. 
It was another' wild night when the gun- 


boat cast loose to run the gauntlet. In addi- 
tion to the darkness there was again a war in 
theheavens. and tho wind blew in a way tx 
make au uproar in the tree-tops. The Con- 
federates hod sentries posted all along the 
island, fearing another landing by the Fedo- 
tols. i It is given as a matter ot history, that 
the boat betrayed herself by the soot in her 
chimnorscatuldni; lire. She was discovorod. 
bv the Cowrcdeiato picket-boat, ivuU-> still 
bait a mile ulwvo the island, aud several vain 
attempts were made to lire rockets to warn the 
batteries. When these could not be ignited, 
owing to the terrific rain, the pickuts dis- 
charged muskets and revolvers and thus gave 
the alarm, 


UNDER FIBE. 


A canoe floating down the channel in day- 


light would have been knocked to pieces in no 
titne. A gunboat rushing ahead in the dark- 
ness was quite another thing. She displayed 
no lights, lired no guns, and could be seen 
only when a flash of lightning revealed her 
situation. Every gun which would bear was 
Bred us fast as possible, not so much in the 
expectation of disabling the gunboat as wiU» 
the intention of deterring the remainder of tne 
Beet from following after. Most of the shot, 
a3;;«fterw»rd traced, were fired too high. 
Numbers of Une-shotB screamed directly over 
the boat and her barges and, flew into the 
woods, while others plunged Into the river » 
oloeeastothrowwatrf .claar over the hay- 
banze.

The Transcontinental Kailwayo. 


Cincinnati Commercial. 


The transcontinental railways, of which 


the third is now about completed, a fourth 
with an enormous capital, is. being built 
across British America, and two mom are 
nearing the Rocky mountains, will not como 
into that degree of active competition which 
is generally supposed. The through traffic 
which they will divide is not an important 
item. If they are to prove paying invest- 
ments it will be by tho development of local 
business, which will increase with wonderful 
rapidity as the western country settles up and 
branch roads are built. Tho Union and Cen- 
tral Pacific roadsi derive their life from their 
local traffic. With this business the Southern 
Pacific, which is more than a thousand miles 
distant throughout nearly its entire length, 
can never interfere. The route of tho North- 
ern Pacific is almost equally remote, and tho 
proposed Atlantic & Pacific will have a 
greater width of country to draw its traffic 
from than all five of tho trunk lines leading 
from Cincinnati to New York. In the un- 
settled west it is not business that makes the 
railways, but the railways that make busi- 
ness. Bach new line that is projected means 
that soon another broad belt of country will 
bo opened up and its hidden wealth rapidly 
developed.

THB NEW LICENSE 
LAW. 


W;olob Bverybody Should Care- 


fully Bead and Digest. 


We publish the full text of the 


Harper High-License bill as it has 
finally passed the Illinois Legislature 
and been approved by the governor: 
A bill for an act to restrict the power of 


counties, cities, towns, and villages iu 
licensing dramshops, to provide for 
granting a license to retail malt liquors 
separately, and for punishing persons 
holding such separate license for un- 
lawful sales and gifts. 
SEC. 1. Be it enacted, by the. peo- 


ple of the State of Illinois, repre- 
sented in the General Assembly.— 
That hereafter it shall not be lawful 
for tho corporate authorities of any 
city, town, or village in this state to 
grimt a license for the keeping of a 
dramshop except upon the payment 
in advance into the treasury of the 
city, town, or village granting the 
license such sum as may be deter- 
mined by the respective authorities 
of such city, town, or village, not 
less than at the rate of $500 per an- 
num; provided, that in all cases 
where a license for the sale of malt 
liquors is granted the city, town, or 
village granting such license may 
grant the same on the payment in 
advance of the sum of not less than 
at the rate of $150 per annum; and 
provided further, that the city coun- 
cil in cities, and the board of trustees 
in towns, aud the president and 
board of trustees in villages, may 
grant permits to pharmacists for the 
sale of liquors for medical, mechani- 
cal, 
and sacramental and clerical 


purposes only, under such restric- 
tions and regulations as may bo pro- 
vided by ordinance. 


SEC. 2. The county boards of each 


county may grant licenses to keep as 
many dramshops in their county as 
ihoy may think tho public good ro 
quires upon the application by peti- 
ion of a majority of the legal voters 
of the town if tho county is under 
township orgaoization, and, 
if not 


under township organization, then of 
a majority of the legal voters of the 
election precinct or district where 
the same is proposed to bo located, 
and upon payment into the county 
treasury of such sum as the board 
may require, not less than $500 per 
annum for each license, and upon 
compliance with the provisions of an 
act entitled, "An act to provide for 
tlie licensing of and against the evils 
arising from the stile of intoxicating 
liquors," approved March 30, 1874, 
iu force July 1, 1874; 
provided, that 


in all 
cases where a license is 


granted for the sale of malt liquors 
only such board may grant the same 
upon the payment into the county 
treasury of a sum not less than $1 DO 
per annum for each lic«nse; profid 
f<l, further, snch board shall not 
have power to issue any license to

•nor more than thirty days, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. The 
penalties provided for in this section 
may be imposed in any conrt of com- 
petent jurisdiction, or the lines only 
may be sued for and recovered be- 
fore any justice of the peace of the 
proper county; and in case of con- 
viction tho offender shall stand com- 
mitted to the county jail until the 
tines and costs are fully paid. A 
conviction under this section shall 
forfeit tiie license held by the defend 
int, and the court rendering judg- 
ment upon such conviction shall in 
such judgment declare a foreiture of 
such license.

The Venezuela Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 18.-The 


pending treaty with the Venezuelan govern- 
ment is likely to 
eorae to a 
stand-stil). 


There seems to be a difference of opinion 
between tho officials of the two governments 
at to the interpretation ot the recent act of 
. Congress setting aside the acts of the old 


mixed commission. Tho original treaty 
under which the old commission was or- 
ganized having been created by a two-thirds 
vote of the Senate, it is held that a majority 
vote dissolving the commission is not con- 
stitutional. It was held in the case of the 
Mexican ti eaty that it required a two-thirds 
vote to continue the commission, but it is 
urged on behalf of the Vcne/uolau govern- 
ment th.it there is a different occasion for 
reviewing 
the Venezuela 
Commission. 


With reference to the Mexican Commission 
everything was rcirnlar. There were no 
cbiirges of fraud on"the part of the com- 
missioners or uinoirc or failure on their 
pirt to ta'-e the oath prescribed by the 
law, 
aiwas the case with the members 


and oiliceis of the Venezuela Commission. 
It is hoped, therefore, 
by the agents 


of the Venezuela government that the sec- 
retary of State will give a liberal interpreta- 
tion to the act of Congress dissolving the 
commission, declare the old treaty still in 
force, and under it create a new commis- 
sion to reconsider all the claims that came 
before the old one. The pressure to defeat 
the operation of the act ot last session, of 
course comes from claimants who were 
treated ao liberally by the old commission.

There was ample cause for the alarm 


manifested in various parts of Deeatnr 
Sunday afternoon between 2 and 3 o'clock, 
when the dark, greenish-hued clouds 
gathered in the west and threatened to 
swoop down upon the city.

of consequence in the west and southwest 
part of the city. In and about Bramble'* 
grove the wind seemed like a tornado, 
and so frightened Mr.M.P Murphey and 
family that they sought refuge in the cel- 
lar, but they had scarcely reached it be- 
fore the worst of the blow had passed 
arouud to the east

the force of the wind caused the more in- 
securejy built houses to tremble and 
crack, and part of Montague's grocery 
store was blown away, doiug damage to 
the extent of about $50, aud the lumber 
in the lumber yards in tho city was blown 
about more or less, but no serious damage 
was done. 


AT THE HAWOKTH PIiACE, 


The storm doubtless raged most furi- 


ously southwest of the city. It seemed 
to gather with the greatest force west of 
the St. Louis bridge which spans the 
Saugamon, coming directly from the west 
to that point, and going up the river be- 
tween the bluffs shook and shattered the 
trees as it wont along. The roof of the 
dwelling house ou the L. L. Hnworth 
farm near the river west ot tho St. Ixniis 
bridge was partly blown oil', the shingles 
being scattered alwiut in the farm yard. 
The dwelling is occupied by Mr. Lefevor 
and family. There were u number of vis- 
itors in the house nt the time, aud Mr 
Lefever was out in the yard.

It has. been raining here 
n«arly everyday with one or two 
exceptions since, about the 6th ot 
the month, but that does not ineao 
rain all the time, but showerB from a 
half hour to an hour and a .half, 
sometimes quite hard ehowers, and 
sometimes .only gentile rains, but in 
an hour after the storm has passed 
the water has all disappeared, except 
in very low places, and work can 
:proceed in the .fields. 


Vegetable shipping is about once 


through. There are a good many 
'tomatoes yet left in the fields, .and 
shipments are going .forward every 
day, bat Georgia and South Carolina 
truck is going in, and Florida .prices 
;are. down somewhat. Another va 
riety of peach is now in market here 
called the honey peach, a very de- 
licious peach, sweet and nice, shaped 
very different from the peento, or 
any variety of the northern peach. 
It is not very large, -but long and 
with quite a crook on the small end 
of it 
They bear in two years: from 


the planting, and are true in produc- 
ing. They retail here now in the 
stores by the dozen at 
the rate of 


$8 per bushel. 


; Now, as the wet weather com- 
mences, is the time for planting out 
sweet potatoes for the: general crop, 
and is done by clipping off about a 
fpot of the vine that is growing on 
t|ie ridges where the potatoes have 
been planted earlier in 'the season, 
and pushing them into the new made 
ridges with a forked stick, when they 
take root and grow. Cow peas are 
now planted for plowing in as fer- 
tilizers, or for winter feed, as they 
may be needed. Instead of being a 
pen they are in reality a small bean, 
but grow to vines very prolific. Some 
plant out orange trees during the 
wet season of July, but the uiost 
general time of "planting is Decem- 
ber, 
January and March.
